LIFE-SAVING APPARATUS 
AIDS IN RESCUE OF BOYS. 


CEAN PARK, March 23.—The newly installed life-saving apparatus 

recorded its first victory over death in the breakers this after- - 

noon, when Herman Schelier responded to the alarm and fought his 
way through the waves to the rescue of Philip and William Purcell, 
youthful bathers who had ventured beyond their depth. The swimmers 
were in the vicinity of the Marine-street plier when they discovered 
that they were unable to return to shore. 

Their cries for assistance attracted the attention of strollers on 
the sand, who hurried to the nearest life-saving station and sounded 
the alarm. It happened, fortunately, the Scheller, who had been instru 
mental in the installation of the life lines and buoys, was close at hand. 
He ran to the beach, casting off his coat and shoes as he ran, and 
jumped into the water. Fighting his way through the breakers he 
reached the struggling boys, and with the assistance of the life line, in 
the hands of helpers along the shore, had but little difficulty in landing 
the bathers at a point of safety. Lifesaving stations of the kind have 
been installed all along the beach, from Santa Monica's North Beach 
to Short Line Beach, below Venice. Each station is equipped with 
alarm bell, life line and buoy.
